Court refuses 
to limit punitive 
damage awards

WASHINGTON — The Supreme 
Court refused Monday to limit sky- 
rocketing punitive damage awards, 
saying state judges and legislatures 
must decide whether to rein in the 
power of juries to punish and deter 
wrongdoers. 

The 7-1 decision, surprisingly one- 
sided given previous statements by 
the justices, is a major disappoint- 
ment to broad segments of the Ameri- 
can business community, which had 
urged a fundamental change to the 
nation’s legal landscape. 

The court, upholding a $1 million 
award to an Alabama woman victim- 
ized by insurance fraud, stopped 
short of saying such judgments may 
never violate the Constitution. 

But the ruling essentially leaves it 
in the hands of legislatures to adopt or 
reject so-called “tort reform” to re- 
strict jury discretion by limiting dam- 
age awards. Many states already 
have approved such limits; those laws 
are not affected by Monday’s ruling. 

The court upheld the $1 million 
award against the Pacific Mutual Life 
Insurance Co. of Newport Beach, 
Calif., won by Cleopatra Haslip. 
Haslip discovered her insurance cov- 
erage had lapsed after she incurred 
$3,500 in hospital and medical bills in 
1982 for treatment of a kidney infec- 
tion. 

The insurance agent who arranged 
health coverage for Haslip’s place of 
employment had stolen the premi- 
ums. 

The jury ordered Pacific Mutual to 
pay, holding it responsible for the 
agent’s misdeeds even though the 
company said it did not sanction such 
conduct. 

Bruce Ennis, who represented 
Haslip, said Monday’s ruling is a 
“ringing affirmation of the jury sys- 
tem, that ordinary people can be en- 
trusted with important decisions.” 
He said he felt particularly gratified 
because it was “an uphill fight” con- 
vincing the court such awards are 
constitutionally permissible. 

Stephen Bokat, a lawyer for the 
U.S. Chamber of Commerce, said the 
ruling “all but shuts the door on judi- 
cial relief’ for those hit with big 
awards. “The business community

SAFWAN, Iraq — Iraq’s Re- 
publican Guard launched a fierce 
crackdown on protesters demand- 
ing the overthrow of Saddam Hus- 
sein and the establishment of an 
Islamic republic in Iraq, witnesses 
said Monday. 

The Guard was reported to be 
turning some of its remaining tanks 
and guns on the demonstrators, 
who are apparently disgusted with 
Saddam’s handling of the Gulf War 
and sense that he may be vulnera- 
ble. : 

There were reports of protesters 
killing government officials, includ- 
ing the mayor of Basra, a governor 
and a son of Saddam. 

Witnesses said demonstrations 
had erupted in at least eight Iraqi 
cities, stretching from Iraq’s sec- 
ond-largest city, Basra, to the holy 
city of Kerbala in central Iraq. 
They said that in some places the 
Iraqi troops were shooting women 
and children. 

“The special forces are destroy-

ing everything in front of them. If 
anybody shouts from a building 
they knock it down,” said Mahar 
Hakawati, 24, a Jordanian photog- 
rapher who came to Kuwait from 
Basra. 

Hakawati said he saw Republican 
Guard tanks moving through the 
streets of the southern Iraqi port 
town. He said the military had sur- 
rounded the city. 

Many. people-in-Basra appeared 
to have gins taken from police sta- 
tions and rumors that Saddam fled 
the country sparked celebrations in 
the city, he said. 

Gunmen riddled portraits of the 
Iraqi president with bullets, he 
said. 

Iran’s official Islamic Republic 
News Agency, monitored in 
Nicosia, Cyprus, reported five ex- 
plosions at midday in Basra. It said 
refugees fleeing the violence were 
streaming into Ivan across the bor- 
der at Shalamcheh. 

It quoted refugees as saying Sad- 
dam’s eldest son, Udai, was killed in 
the battle at Basra. 


Arab foreign ministers concluded 
one meeting in Saudi Arabia on Mon- 
day and planned another for Syria 
this week to set an Arab agenda for 
the peace. 

American troops pressed on with 
cease-fire chores of locating and re- 
moving thousands of land and marine 
mines laid by the Iraqis. Other U.S. 
soldiers got down to tasks of clean-up 
and pack-up preparatory for flights 
home. 

Ten ex-POWs began their long 
journey home Monday from Baghdad, 
freed by the Iraqis as an initial ges- 
ture after Sunday’s cease-fire meet- 
ing between allied commander Gen. 
H. Norman Schwarzkopf and Iraqi 
generals. 

The six released Americans in- 
cluded the only female allied soldier 
listed as missing in action — Army 
Spc. Melissa Rathbun-Nealy, 20, of 
Grand Rapids, Mich. She and Spe. 
David Lockett, 238, of Fort Bliss, 
Texas, both transportation special- 
ists, apparently were delivering 
equipment to front-line positions near 
the Kuwaiti border in Saudi Arabia 
when captured by Iraqi troops. 

The freed prisoners, clad in yellow 
jumpsuits bearing the letters “PW,” 
were turned over to Red Cross offi- 
cers in Baghdad by Iraqi officers. 

Although some looked thin and 
haggard, Red Cross official Angelo 
Gnaedinger told reporters in the Iraqi 
capital the 10 were “in satisfactory 
good health.” 

After a lunch of burgers, cola and 
chocolates, they departed by road 
westward. Late Monday, they ar- 
rived in Jordan, where they were to 
be flown eastward to the gulf emirate 
of Bahrain, to be examined aboard a 
U.S. Navy hospital ship there. 

The Red Cross in Geneva identified 
the other Americans freed as Navy 
Lt. Jeffrey Norton Zaun, 28, of 
Cherry Hill, N.J.; Navy Lt. Robert 
Wetzel, 30, of Virginia Beach, Va.; 
Air Force Maj. Thomas E. Griffith, 
34, of Goldsboro, N.C.; and Navy Lt. 
Lawrence Randolph Slade, 26, also of 
Virginia Beach. 

In January Zaun was brought be- 
fore an Iraqi television camera and 
made a stilted, clearly coerced state- 
ment critical of the allied offensive 
against Iraq. 

On Monday, he showed no outward 
sign of injury. 


War must bring peace 


Orton says quality of negotiations crucial

The ability of the United States to 
negotiate at a time of great cross- 
roads in the gulf will determine if the 
war was justified, said U.S. Rep. Bill 
Orton Monday in the Varsity The- 
ater, ELWC. 

“We are standing at a point of deci- 
sion that will determine everyone’s 
future,” said Orton, who spoke in con- 
junction with the Gulf War Sympo- 
sium. 

“If we can have peaceful negotia- 
tions, then we are justified in fighting 
this war. If not, then I am afraid this 
could have been just a brush fire on 
the road to Armageddon,” he said. 

Orton, a representative for Utah’s 
3rd Congressional District, said Pres- 
ident Bush told Congressmen he did 
not know what to do in the aftermath 
of the war, but he was convinced 
there would have been a worse situa- 
tion if no action had been taken. 

“T’m proud that the war was fought 
with strong support behind Bush, and 
I know that our unity made Iraq real- 
ize the allies’ strength,” Orton said. 

Orton said he was proud that both 
the executive and legislative 
branches of the government did not 
waste time arguing between 
Democrats and Republicans, but 
stood behind a unified decision on 
war. 

He said too much political rhetoric 
would have ruined the war. 

“Casting my vote for war while 
knowing that I could send people to 
death was the hardest decision in my 
life,” Orton said. “It affected all of us 
in Congress emotionally, but without 
exception people voted for what they 
thought was right.” 

’ Orton said there were several rea- 
sons why the war had to be fought 
without hesitation, and he com- 
mended Bush on his excellent political 
maneuvers. He said the war had to be 
fought before summer, when it is too 
hot, and before the soldiers were too

exhausted by training in the desert. 
“Most of Congress realized the war 
had to be fought immediately and that 
if they voted against Bush, then Hus- 
sein would not have felt threatened,” 
Orton said. “You just had to hope and 
pray that supporting the president 


would make Hussein realize the allies’ 
strength.” 

Orton said the United States needs 
to work toward agreements for Israel 
and Palestinians to be able to exist 
peacefully and to use this opportunity 
to move toward world peace.

Sudafed capsule recall elicits questions 


SEATTLE — Questions arose Monday over why the public wasn’t warned 
when the first case of tampering with Sudafed 12 Hour decongestant capsules 
was suspected a month ago. 

A man and a woman died after taking capsules that authorities said may 
have been tainted with cyanide. Another woman was recovering. All three 
cases were in the Tacoma-Olympia area. The first case was reported to local 
police and eventually the FBI in early February. 

But the first public warnings weren’t issued regionally until Saturday. 
Manufacturer Burroughs Wellcome Co. of Research Triangle Park, N.C., on 
Sunday voluntarily ordered a nationwide recall. 

“We want to know why these alerts were not out sooner,” Judy Arnold, 
coroner in Thurston County, where the first case was handled, said Monday. 

A suspect capsule found Sunday by a Tacoma woman was sent to an FBI 
laboratory in Washington, D.C., for analysis, and thousands of containers of 
the medicine were being examined at F’ood and Drug Administration laborato- 
ries in Seattle. 

FBI agent Dick Thurston said the contents of the single capsule appeared to 
have been tampered with. 

Thurston said the four Sudafed packages came from different stores. De- 
spite the nationwide recall, he said the case didn’t appear to go beyond the 
Tacoma-Olympia area. 


Colorado retirement home blaze kills 9 


COLORADO SPRINGS, Colo. — A fire raced through a retirement home 
and killed nine people on Monday, as neighbors and employees helped rescue 
residents by pushing them to safety in wheelchairs. 

Hight residents died in the blaze, and another died later at a hospital, said 
Colorado Springs Police Lt. Ron Resling. 

Seven people were hospitalized, including one in critical condition, most 
suffering from smoke inhalation. Eight others were treated, including four 
firefighters. 

An employee of the Crystal Springs Estate retirement home discovered the 
blaze about 12:30 a.m. in a room where smoking was allowed, leading officials 
to speculate that the fire started there. 

But Fire Capt. Ron Culp said the fire’s cause would not be determined until 
investigators finished searching through the debris. 

The quick-moving fire caught the residents asleep, and the two employees 
on duty had to break down the doors to the private rooms to evacuate them. 


Investigators dig up plane wreckage 


COLORADO SPRINGS, Colo. — Workers dug by hand and with heavy 
equipment Monday to extricate pieces of a commercial jetliner that plunged 
nose-first into the ground and exploded, killing all 25 people on board. 

Flight 585, with 20 passengers and a crew of five, crashed for unknown 
reasons Sunday on approach to the Colorado Springs Municipal Airport. 

It nose-dived in the center of a community park, narrowly missing a nearby 
apartment complex and houses. 

Investigators found the cockpit voice recorder and the flight data recorder 
and sent them to Washington for analysis, said Brent N. Bahler, a National 
Transportation Safety Board spokesman. 

Workers used their hands and heavy equipment, including a crane and a fire 
truck, to recover parts of the twin-engine Boeing 737-200 and remains of the 
victims. 

“We're making slow but steady progress in the initial stage of the investiga- 
tion,” said an NTSB investigator, John Lauber. “We’re working in the impact 
crater. It is necessary to proceed literally by hand.” 


Pinochet responsible for 2,115 killings 


SANTIAGO, Chile — President Patricio Aylwin disclosed Monday that 
2,115 political killings have been documented under Gen. Augusto Pinochet’s 
rule and asked Chileans to make sure “something like this never happens 
again.” 

In an emotional address, he appealed to the military “to recognize the pain 
they caused, and try to lessen it.” 

The president said efforts will continue to find out what happened to 

- hundreds of people who disappeared after being arrested. 

Aylwin appeared on radio and TV to make public a report on human rights 
violations during Pinochet’s 16 1/2-year reign. Pinochet yielded the presidency 
to Aylwin’s elected civilian government in March 1990, but remains army 
commander. About.300 people, most of them human rights activists and lefti 
party members, gathered outside Government House, holding lighted candles 
and chanting anti-military-slogans. As Aylwin’s speech ended, some at- 
tempted a march, but were quickly dispersed by riot police. 


95 mph winds roar through Ogden 


SALT LAKE CITY — Wind gusts nearing 100 miles an hour were reported 
near Ogden Monday, and forecasters predicted blustery, wet weather would 
continue through midweek. They also warned the potential for back-country 
avalanches remains high. 

National Weather Service meteorologist William Alder said a gust clocked 
at 95 miles an hour was recorded near Mount Ogden, adding a high-wind 
warning was in effect along the Wasatch Front and could remain for the next 
day or two. Gusts of 60 miles were predicted in the valleys throughout Monday 
with higher gusts expected in the mountains, he said. 

Alder said precipitation had been light throughout drought-stricken Utah 
Monday, but that it should increase over the next two days. Snow is expected 
in the valleys Wednesday, he said. 

Brad Meiklejohn of the Utah Avalanche Forecast Center said serious 
avalanche warnings are in place for areas from Spanish Fork Canyon in the 
south to the Utah-Idaho border.

Marriages bounce back from PMS

Premenstrual syndrome may affect not only a 
woman’s mood but her marriage as well. However, 
such marriages are “surprisingly resilient,” say 


two BYU researchers. 


Research performed by Leslie Feinauer, associ- 
ate professor in the Family Sciences Department, 
and Rebecca Ryser, a former doctoral student, has 
shown that marital adjustment affected negatively 
by PMS returns to normal when the symptoms 
leave. The findings have been accepted for publica- 
tion by the American Journal of Family Therapy. 

The researchers said these findings were unex- 
pected. Affected couples “were quite satisfied dur- 
ing the non-PMS times,” Feinauer said. “Those 
relationships seem to survive quite well.” 

PMS and non-PMS marriages were compared by 
charted premenstrual 
changes in three consecutive menstrual cycles. 

Feinauer said the effects on both the husband 


the researchers, who 


and the wife were examined. 

“All the studies we looked at had to do with 
she said. “We thought husbands. were 
affected but no one had confirmed it.” 

The studies revealed that husbands as well as 
wives have to adjust to PMS symptoms. 

The research also revealed that a high percent- 
age of women have ongoing issues of depression 
and anxiety, not just women with PMS, Ryser said. 

“There is a large number of women out there who 
are hurting all the time,” she said. “PMS just makes

it worse.” 


Feinauer said expectations are more unrealistic 
when a woman is afflicted with PMS. For this rea- 
son, major decisions, as well as conflicts, should be 
avoided. “Things get personalized, and so you esca- 
late the conflict,” she said. 

Feinauer said the realization that marital prob- 
lems can be caused by PMS will be helpful. 

“The problem doesn’t have to get worse over 
time; the marriage itself isn’t bad,” she said. 

Ryser said the research will help people view 


PMS as something that can be managed. 

“Physical problems do affect relationships, but 
things can be done to alleviate this,” 

PMS is a very real disorder that varies widely in 
degree of intensity, Feinauer said. Some women 
may experience little difficulty, while others may 
be afflicted so severely “they almost can’t get up in 
the morning.”

munity Hospital, treats women afflicted by PMS. 


She said PMS is a combination of physical, emo- 
tional and behavioral symptoms that occurs before 
menstruation. As many as 150 symptoms may be 
involved, including headaches, fluid retention, irri- 


tability, mood swings and lowered self-esteem. 


Because symptoms may also be present with 
other disorders, “the most crucial factor when try- 
ing to diagnose PMS is the timing,” Speiser said. 
The condition varies from woman to woman, and 
may even vary from cycle to cycle.

SCIENTIFIC INSIGHTS

According to recent studies on 
atherosclerosis and heart disease, 
women have an advantage over men. 
Women appear to be better suited for 
survival because estrogen protects 
them from atherosclerosis and heart 
disease due to cholesterol buildup. 

Shauna Anderson, of the College of 
Biology and Agriculture, is perform- 
ing a study on the effect of estrogen ,a 
female hormone, on lipid levels and 
the body’s natural anticoagulant 
Protein C. 

The two important types of choles- 
terol being studied are HDL-C (high 
density lipoprotein-cholesterol) and 
LDL-C (low density lipoprotein- 
cholesterol). 

LDL-C is related to atherosclerosis 
and its complications. 

Before puberty, both sexes have 
the same average LDL-C and HDL-C 
levels. After puberty, however, the 
level of LDL-C , or unhealthy choles- 
terol, remains lower in women lower 
and the level of HDL-C, or healthy 
cholesterol, remains higher than 
those in men. After menopause, this 
level is reversed, causing cholesterol 
related problems in women. 


Protein C is also important because 


it causes blood clots, which can get 
caught in clogged arteries. Protein C 
might also be affected by estrogen in 
women. 

Approximately 125 female volun- 
teers will participate in the study. 
The women will be categorized ac- 
cording to age, menses status and 
blood samples taken to determine 
their lipid, as well as Protein C, lev- 
els. These data are very useful be- 
cause previous data on cholesterol, 
and its effects on the human body, 
were based on studies using men. 

The data will help doctors under- 
stand how to treat women by assess- 
ing what normal cholesterol levels for 
women should be. Also, when the re- 
lations among estrogen, lipid levels 
and Protein C are known, women who 
have already passed menopause can 
be treated for their cholesterol re- 
lated problems more effectively. 

Anderson said she would also like 
to do a longitudinal study, which 
takes 10 years or more, to study lipid 
levels throughout the female life cy- 
cle. 

Although estrogen protects women 
against cholesterol, it does not help 
men at all. In fact, estrogen worsens 
cholesterol problems in men.

has to redouble its efforts for legisla- 
tive reform.” 

Justice Harry A. Blackmun, writ- 
ing for the court, said Alabama law 
assures fair treatment for de- 
fendants, even wealthy ones with 
“deep pockets” that are likely to be 
inviting targets for lawsuits. 

Juries are barred from hearing evi- 
dence about the wealth of the de- 
fendant, he said, and judges and ap- 
peals court are empowered to review 
the awards. 

Justice Sandra Day O’Connor, in a 
dissenting opinion, said the ruling will 
“substantially impede punitive dam- 
ages reforms.” 

The current system, she said, in- 
vites juries “to target unpopular de- 
fendants, penalize unorthodox or con- 
troversial views and redistribute 
wealth. Multi-million dollar losses are 
inflicted on a whim.”

Pipe leaks 630,000 gallons of oil in Minnesota Summ

GRAND RAPIDS, Minn. — Crews 
worked Monday to contain and re- 
move an estimated 630,000 gallons of 
crude oil which leaked from a rup- 
tured pipeline into a field and the 
Prairie River, 

Much of the oil settled in a low-ly- 
ing, swampy area. A second pool of oil 
gathered on the ice-covered river 
about a quarter-mile from where it 


emptied Sunday out of a storm 
sewage drain. 

The break in the pipeline, which 
carries crude from Edmonton, Al- 
berta, to Superior, Wis., occurred 
near Grand Rapids, a town of about 
7,200 people. 

The spill was mostly ‘contained, 
said Roger Argument, ‘general man- 
ager of Lakehead Pipeline Co., the 
Superior company which owns the 
pipeline. He estimated all the free-

flowing oil would be cleaned up within 
three days. It is one of the worst oil 
spills in Minnesota history, said 
Kevin Faus of the Minnesota Pollu- 
tion Control Agency. “I would have to 
put it in the top five,” he said. 

Another agency spokesman, Dave 
Plante, said 630,000 gallons was a 
conservative estimate of how much 
spilled. “Even if we get it back in the 
tankers, we’re not sure we’ve got all 
of it,” he said.
